Unit. 


Kinette Club of Simcoe, supporting County Health Unit. 
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County of Wentworth, asking that fuel oil and gasoline 
be transported in separate trucks. 


County of Carleton, asking 80% subsidy for rock ex- 
cavation. 


County of Waterloo, asking 80% subsidy for hard 
topping on County, Township, Town and Village roads. 


Counties of Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, protest- 
ing imports of dairy products. 


County of Oxford, protesting imports of dairy products. 


County of Simcoe, asking for a higher subsidy for cost 
of child welfare. 


Township of Waterloo, asking assessment on commercial 
cemeteries. 


Township of Townsend, asking for a study of hydro 
rates to equalize urban and rural costs.

ROAD SYSTEM 





To the Warden and Members of the County Council 
of the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to your Honorable 
body the thirty-eighth annual report on the Norfolk County 
Road System.

The By-Law passed by the Council at the January 
session, 1954, amounting to $450,000.00 was duly submitted 
to the Department for approval. Notice was received later 
that the Department would only subsidize an amount of 
$431,000.00. Later advice was received that an additional 
$15,000.00 might be added to the amount approved, mak- 
ing a total of $446,000.00. 


The estimates prepared and approved by the Council 
in 1954, were, as nearly as possible, carried out. Certain 
works were delayed, due to weather conditions, and on 


Road 23 the work had to be abandoned because the poles 
were not removed till a day or two before the end of 


December.

Traffic and Safety. 


It is with regret that our County Police returns show 
that there were nine deaths in 1954 on the County and 
Township roads in Norfolk County. Seven of these deaths 
were on County roads and two on Township roads. ‘Total 
deaths in 1953 was 8, 5 on County roads, 3 on Township 
roads. 


During 1954, the two County Traffic Officers attended 
262 accidents, 245 on County roads and 117 on Township 
roads. 


San | ie 
Number of motor vehicles involved in accidents was 
541. On the County System 379, on the ‘Township 
Systems 162. Total estimated damage to the vehicles in- 
volved in these accidents, $167,872.00, and damage to pro- 
perties of others, such as poles, fences, etc., $2,899.00. 
Two hundred and eight. (208). of these accidents happened 
in daylight, 146 during darkness and 8 at dusk. In these 
accidents 417 vehicles were insured and 124 carried no 
insurance. 


Number of persons receiving injuries, 125. There were 
131 persons charged under The Highway Traffic Act or 
the Criminal Code. The two County Police Officers drove 
the Police Cruisers 49,184 miles during 1954. 


Between the years 1949 and 1954 shown in the report 
of the Department of Highways the vehicle registration 
in Ontario in 1949 was 969,300 and in 1954 the registra- 
tion had increased to 1,487,000, which is an increase of 
53.41% over the 1949 registration. 


Coming closer to home, in the county of Norfolk, it is 
interesting to note that in 1917, when in the Norfolk 
County Road System there were 641 motor vehicles owned 
in the County, in 1919 that increased to 1,463 Cars and 
12 Trucks, and in 1923 the number had increased to 2,750 
Cars and 217 Trucks. In 1953, 30 years later, the registra- 
tion of motor vehicles in this County was for Cars, 10,618; 
Commercial Vehicles, 2,949—or a total of 13,567. The 1954 
returns are not yet available but the increase for the 
Province was about six per cent and no doubt we probably 
have a similar increase. 


In 1949 the County Road System purchased 6 Junior 
Traffic Counters to make a survey of traffic on various 
County Roads. The surveys have been made each year 
during the months of July and August when traffic was 
near its peak, (It might be interesting to make a compar- 
ison of the traffic on certain County Roads in the years 
1949 and 1954).

The increase of traffic on the County Road System bears 
some relationship to the increase in motor vehicle regis- 
tration, the larger increases take place on County Roads 
leading to the Lake front—the roads which are not direct 
routes to the Lake are more stationary and may have a 
traffic as great in the other months as in the summer 
months. It is understandable that weather conditions and 
the holiday week-ends are a factor in any traffic count 
which may be taken. 


Those of you who attended the meeting on Wednesday 
morning at the Ontario Good Roads Association in Febru- 
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ary of this year and listened to the Safety Program in-— 
troduced by the panel of four gentlemen of the County of 
Waterloo, must have been very much impressed by the 
system of education of travel. This might well be copied 
by this County by the formation of a Safety Committee. 
lf you decided to introduce any program such as they have 
in several Counties in this Province you can be certain that 
you would have the absolute support of the Hon. Minister 
of Highways of this Province and you may be sure that 
he would be very willing to have his organization assist 
you in every way possible.

Gentlemen :- 


Section 87 (1) of The Assessment Act requires that 
“the County Council shall yearly, and not later than the 
first day of July, examine the assessment rolls for the 
preceding year of the different townships, towns and vill- 
ages in the county, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the valuations of real property made by the assessors in 
each township, town or village bear a just relation one to 
another ....’’, This section has been interpreted to mean 
the assessment rolls on which taxes were levied in the 
preceding year. Accordingly the assessments rolls pre- 
pared in the year 1953 and on which taxes were levied in 
the year 1954 are taken as the basis of this report. 


The annexation of property by the Town of Delhi 
from the Township of Windham as of September 7, 1954, 
has been given its proper weighting in the report pur- 
suant to section 92 of The Assessment Act. 


Supplementary assessments added pursuant to sections 
50 and 5la of The Assessment Act have been included in 
the report.

_ Study of Assessment as a Percentage of Sale 
Price in Rural Municipalities of Norfolk County 


At the request of the meeting of Assessors of Norfolk 
County and the Assessment Committee of County Council, 
the County Assessor’s office made a study of assessments 
as a percentage of sale price from an examination of rural 
appraisal cards for the eight rural municipalities in Nor- 
folk County. 


Sales were grouped as follows: years 1947 to 1948, 
years 1949 to 1952 and years 1953 to 1955. Rural proper- 
ties were grouped in four classes for comparison purposes. 
The results of these studies are shown in the attached 
tables. The study indicates the following: 


1.—Sale price is not too reliable a factor for determin- 
ing value for assessment. 


2.—Sale price does indicate trends in value between 
different classes of property. 


3.—Comparison of assessment value with sale price 
indicated trend in assessing, whether high or 
low. 

A.—_Sale price over a period of years tend to bring out 
any general shifting of value from one area to 
another. 

5.—The study indicates that tobacco farms are only 
assessed proportionately for one-half as much 
as general farms if value in sale is taken as 
the main factor in determining value for assess- 
ment.
